1. This Office Action is in response to an Amendment filed November 17, 2006. Claims 1, 2, 8, 11, 17, 18, 
24, 27, 29 and 33 - 34 were previously canceled. No claims were added or canceled. Claims 3-7,9- 
10, 12 - 16, 19 - 23, 25 - 26, 28, 30 - 32 and 35 - 42 are pending. Claims 3 - 7, 9 - 10, 12 - 16, 19 - 23, 25 - 
26, 28, 30 - 32 and 35 - 42 have been examined. Claims 3 - 7, 9 - lo) 12 - 16, 19 - 23, 25 - 26, 28, 30 - 32 
and 35 - 42 have been rejected. 

2. As recited previously, the Examiner would like to thank the Applicant for the well-presented 
response, which was useful in the examination process. The Examiner appreciates the effort to 
perform a careful analysis of the Office Action, and make appropriate arguments and 
amendments.

7. Claims 3 - 7, 9 - 10, 12 - 16, 19 - 23, 25 - 26, 28, 30 - 32 and 35 - 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 
because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

7.1. Regarding claims 3 - 7, 9 - 10, 12 - 16 and 35 - 39, the recited system appears to perform 
abstract operations such as converting content. Therefore, to be statutory, the claim must be directed 
to a practical application producing a concrete, useful and tangible result. The claims do not appear 
to produce a tangible result needed to support a practical application. The content does not appear to 
actually be rendered and displayed for viewing or listening.

7.2. Regarding claims 19 - 23, 25 - 26, 28, 30 - 32 and 40 - 42, the recited method appears to 
perform abstract operations such as reading content and rendering content Therefore, to be 
statutory, the claim must be directed to a practical application producing a concrete, useful and 
tangible result. The claims do not appear to produce a tangible result needed to support a practical 
application. Although content is rendered, the rendered content is not actually displayed for viewing 
or listening. The claim recites in the last line, "facilitating the display", but does not actually display 
the rendered content. Further, rendering and displaying appear to be independent actions because in 
figure 3A, the rendering (210) is separate from the display (250, 262).
